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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 



GOVERNOR. 



There was no choice for Governor by the i>eople at the November election, 18.9^. 
The constitutional candidates were Charles H. Amsden, of Penacook, Democrat, 
and Hiram A. Tuttle. of Pittsfield, Republican. After its organization the 
legislature elected Mr. Tuttle Governor. 

Col. Hiram A. Tuttle, of Pittsfield, the Republican candidate, is a merchant, 
and was born in Barnstead, Oct. 16, 1837, where his great grandfather, John Tut-- 
tie, settled in 1776, coming there from the **Back River district,'' so-called, 
in Dover. Col. Tuttle's parents moved to Pittsfield when he was 9 years of age, 
and here he attended the public schools and the Pittsfield Academy, where he 
received a good substantial business education. At the age of 17, he became con- 
nected with the clothing establishment of Lincoln & Shaw, in Concord, where he 
remained several years, and by his ability and zeal he won the confidence and re- 
spect of his employers, who established him in a branch store in Pittsfield, of which 
he soon became proprietor, and which has grown from a small beginning until it 
ranks among the largest clothing establishments in the state. He has built a fine 
residence for his own occupancy, and many dwellings and the best business build- 
ings in that thriving village. He was one of the prime movers in the Pittsfield 
Aqueduct Company, which ftirnishes an abundance of pure water for the village, 
and in many other ways he has labored to promote the growth, social and business 
interests and general prosperity of his adopted town. He is a trustee of the Acad- 
emy and the Savings Bank, and a director of the National Bank. He was elected 
town clerk as a Republican in this Democratic stronghold in i860, and to the 
Legislature in 1873 and '74. In 1876, he served as colonel on the staff of Gov- 
ernor P. C. Cheney, and visited the centennial exhibition with the Governor and 
staff. He was elected to the Executive Council in 1878, and was re-elected in 
1879 for two years. He is a whole-souled, generous-hearted, agreeable and com- 
panionable gentleman in all the honorable relations of life. His wife is the only 
daughter of John L. French, formerly cashier of the Pittsfield Bank, and they 
have one child, a daughter, who was educated at WfeUesley College. He is a very 
I>opular citizen and is held in high esteem by a large circle of friends who would 
rejoice to see the highest political honors conferred on him. 



COUNCIL. 



District No. i — James Farrington, Rochester. Democrat, Congregationalist, 
physician and surgeon, widower; age, 68. Born in Conway. Educated at Frye- 
burg. Me., and at Hanover. He then graduated from the New York Medical Col- 
lege in the Spring of 1874, and in March of the same year graduated from Dr. 
Whittaker's Medical School. In May, 1874, he began the practice of medicine in 
Rochester, and at the present time is engaged in practice at the same place, having 
fulfilled the duties of his profession by night and day, through storm and sunshine, 
for forty-three years in the same town where he entered on his life-work. He has 
always been interested in temperance, having ever used his influence in that direc- 
tion. He has held some of the important offices in town, and in 1 863 was chosen 
to the State Legislature. Was a delegate to the N. H. Constitutional Convention in 
1889. For many years he has been a director of the First National Bank of Roch- 
ester and the Norway Plains Savings Bank. He was elected High Priest of Tem- 
ple Chapter in Rochester at its organization, holding the position seven years. 
He is also a member of St. Paul Commandery, Knights Templar, of Dover. 
Always a Democrat. 

District No. 2. — In this district there was no choice by the people. The consti- 
tutional candidates were Col. Eliphalet S. Nutter, of Concord, anxi Hon. 
Henry B. Quinby, of Lake Village. The latter was chosen by the legislature. 

Henry B. Quinby, Republican, of Gilford, is a Unitarian, manufacturer, mar- 
ried; age, 44. He was born in Biddeford, Me., June 10, 1846, and has resided in 
Lake Village for the past twenty years. He was educated in the Biddeford public 
schools, at the Nichols Latin school in Lewis ton, and at Bowdoin College. He 
served on the staff of Gov. Straw. Member of the House in 1887-8, and of the 
Senate in 1889-90, serving on important committees and proving himself to be a 
valuable legislator. He was always a Republican and is prominent in the party 
councils. 

District No. 3. — George A. Ramsdell, Nashua. Republican, Congregationalist, 
lawyer, married; age, 56. Born in Milford. Fitted for college at McGoUom In- 
stitute and entered Amherst College ; received the degree of A. M. from Dartmouth 
in 187 1 . Served as clerk of the Supreme Court for Hillsborough County from 1864 
to 1887. Since his admission to the bar he has acted as auditor, referee and mas- 
ter in chancery in nearly 1,000 causes, visiting in the execution of these commis- 
sions every important town in the state. He has served upon school committees 
and boards of education for fifteen years ; was president of the Board of Trustees 
of the State Industrial School from 1880 to 1883, inclusive. He is now one of 
the trustees of the Nashua Public Library, of the N. H. Orphans' Home, and of 
the N. H. Home Missionary Society, a director in the Wilton Railroad, the 
Peterborough Railroad, and president of the First National Bank in Nashua. 
Member of the House in 1869, -'70 and '71, and of the Constitutional Convention 
of 1876. 

District No. 4. — ^John M. Whipple, Claremont. Republican, Congregational- 
ist, married; age, 56. Born in Lyme, September, 16, 1834. Moved to Clare- 
mont in April, 1856, and has since resided there. Educated in Lyme and Oxford. 
Was paymaster and book-keeper at the Monadnock Mills from Feb., 1857, to March, 
1875, when he was appointed postmaster. Was re-appointed in 1879 ^"^^ 1883, 
serving twelve years in all. Has also served as town treasurer. He has always 
been an active Republican and earnestly labored for the success of his party. 
.Member of the House in i889-'90. 

District No. 5. — Edwin C. Lewis, Laconia. Democrat, Congregationalist, edi- 
tor and publisher of the Laconia Democrat, a first-class weekly newspaper, married ; 
age, 54. Born in New Hampton, Nov., 1836, and lived there until 1880; since 
then in Laconia, purchasing the Democrat in July, 1878. He was educated at New 
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Hampton Institution, class of '54, and graduated from Harvard College in '59 in the 
same class with Dr. William Everett, Rev. Di-. Alexander McKenzie, the not^ archi- 
tect Henry G. Richardson, and others. He then read law in Lowell, but returned 
home to care for his aged parents. Has served as moderator and town and county 
treasurer ; member of School Board, and for years as trustee of New Hampton 
Institution. Col. Lewis has never sought political office for himself. He was 
brought up a Whig but allied himself with the Democracy before coming of ag^e, 
and has valiantly defended that faith ever since. He is a conscientious journalist 
and wields a trenchant pen. He was elected by a tremendous majority and will 
prove a valuable member of the Council, where his excellent judgment will be of 
benefit to the State. 
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SENATE. 



The Senate is composed of 24 members. Fourteen are Republicans and ten 
are Democrats. 

The oldest member of the Senate is Hon. George S. Smith of Charlestown, 
who is 64; the youngest is Hon. Richard M. Scammon of Stratham, who is 31, 
having been born Dec. 6, 1859. Seven of the members are between 30 and 40. 
years of age, ten between 40 and 50, six between 50 and 60, and one who has 
passed three score of years. All are natives of the state, except four, one having 
t)een born in Maine, one in Massachusetts, one in England and one in Scotland. 
Seven were born in the towns where they now reside. Six are college graduates. 
Seventeen have been members of the House, two have been members of the 
House and of the Constitutional Conveition of 1889, one was a member of the 
latter body, and one has served in both the House and Senate. 

Of those who state their religious preference, six are Congregationalists, five 
Baptists, two Unitarians, one Catholic, one Episcopalian, one Free Baptist and 
one Methodist. 

Four of the members are single and one of these is a widower. 

The profession or occupation of the members is as follows : Manufecturers, 5 ; 
physicians, 4 ; farmers, 3 ; lawyers, 3 ; and one each, bank cashier, civil engineer, 
editor and printer, grocer, lumber dealer, marble manufacturer and dealer, mer- 
chant and lumber dealer, merchant and manufacturer. 

Cods District, No, i — ^Jason H. Dudley, of Colebrook. Democrat, Episcopal- 
ian, married; age, 47. Born in Hanover, Nov. 24, 1842. Graduated at Dart- 
mouth, 1862. Studied law with Hon. W. S. Ladd, at Colebrook, with Hon, Bliss 
N. Davis, Danville, Vt., and Hon. Edmund Weston, West Randolph, Vt. Admitted 
to bar in Dec, 1867, and commehced practice at Colebrook at once and has beep 
there since in active practice. Served as town clerk two years ; superintendent of 
schools several years; county solicitor from 1878 to 1888. Chairman of Commit- 
tee of Trustees of Colebrook Academy eighteen years, and trustee of Normal 
School, and member of Odd-Fellows. Member of the House in i889-'90. Always 
a Democrat and active in political matters. 

Grafton District, No. 2. — Edwin Snow, of Eaton. Democrat, Baptist, mer- 
chant and lumber manufacturer, married; age, 54. Born in Eaton, Oct. 15, 1836. 
Educated in the common schools and at Parsonsfield Academy. Opened a general 
store at Eaton in 1857 and has continued business without interruption on the 
same site until the present time. Built mills in 1858 and commenced the manu- 
facture of lumber in company with his brothers, under the firm name of S. H. & 
E. Snow, which business they still carry on, manufacturing long and short lumber. 
For the last five years he has conducted a successful business as a pension attorney. 
Served as selectman ten years, and town clerk, county auditor six years, county 
commissioner four years, member of the House in 1867 -'68, '81 and '82, and '83-4. 
Has been a justice of the peace since 1867. Always a Democrat. 

Lebanon District, No. 3 William S. Carter, of Lebanon. Republican, 

Congregationalist, manufacturer and jobber, married; age, 48. Born in Warner, 
and has lived in Lebanon since 1865. He fitted for college at Henniker Academy. 
Served three years in the war of the rebellion as commissary sergeant of the 1 1 th 
N. H. Vols. Has also served as auditor of state treasurer's accounts. 

Plymouth District, No. 4. — Richard W. Musgrove, of Bristol. Republican, 
Methodist, editor and printer, married; age, 50. Born in Bristol, ^ov. 21, 1840. 
Educated in the commo^ schools and at Tilton Seminary. In August, 1862, he 
enlisted as a private in Co. D, 12th N. H. Vols, and was successively promoted to 
corporal, sergeant and ist sergeant, and participated in every engagement in which 
his regiment took part until May, 1864, including Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville 
and Gettysburg. In May, 1 864, he accepted a commission as i st lieutenant in i st 
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U. S. V. Infantry,* and three months later was promoted to captain. In this regi- 
ment he served two years, mainly on the western and northwestern frontier against 
the Indians. On' his muster-out he returned to Bristol, and soon af^er engaged in 
the printing business, and in 1878 commenced the publication of the Bristol 
Weekly Enterprise^ and is still its editor, having achieved a gratifying success in 
this field of labor. He has served as town clerk six years, chairman Minot- 
Sleeper Library- since its establishment in 1884, and member Board of Education. 
Member of the House in 1885-6, and was the originator of the law for publication 
of soldiers' record. Always a Republican. 

Laconia District, No. 5.— Alvah W. Sulloway, of Franklin. Democrat, 
Unitarian, manufacturer, married; age, 52. Bom in Framingham, Mass., Dec. 
25, 1837, and has resided in Franklin since i860. He was educated in the com- 
mon schools, at Green Mountain Liberal Institute^ Woodstock, Vt., Barre, Vt., 
Academy, and Canaan Academy. He has held the minor town offices, and was 
elected railroad commissioner in 1874, serving three years, the last year being 
chairman of the board, and rendered the state valuable and efficient service. He 
has been president of the Franklin National Bank since its organization, and presi- 
dent of the Northern railroad since 1885. Member of the House in 1871, '72, '74 
and '75, and of the Constitutional Convention in 1889. Was the Democratic can- 
didate for Congress in 1877, '78» ^'^^ '^o* He is one of the best known among 
the enterprising business men of the state, possessing keen perceptive powers and 
a ready judgment. Frank and outspoken at all times, he is prompt to push to 
^uccess all measures of public utility and material progress. He is an earnest 
Democratic worker, and has been a member of the National Democratic commit- 
tee since 1876. He has many warm friends, and is popular in social, as well as in 
public and business circles. 

Winnipiseogee District, No. 6. — There was no ghoice in this district by the 
people. The Constitutional candidates were Frank K. Hobbs and Arthur L. 
♦HoDSDON. The latter was elected by the legislature. 

Arthur L. Hodsdon, of Ossipee. Republican, Congregationalist, lumber- 
dealer, married; age, 46. Born in Ossipee, Oct. 14, 1844, and has since resided 
there. Educated at Effingham and Fryeburg. At twenty-one years of age he 
entered into a co-partnership with his father, in the tanning and currying business, 
and continued in that business until 1881 . Since that time he has been engaged in 
the lumber business. Was elected president of the Pine River Lumber Co. in 
1887. In 1889 he bought the company out and formed a new company, called the 
**A. L. Hodsdon Co.," of which he is president and agent. He has never had any 
aspirations for public office or notoriety, although having been solicited many times 
to accept nominations for town and county offices, which he has always declined, 
yet has always taken a great interest in political matters, and has always been a 
Republican. 

Sullivan District, No. 7 — George S. Smith, of Charlestown. Republican, 
Liberal, farmer, formerly a merchant, married; age, 64. Born in Canton, Mass., 
July 13, 1826, and resided in Illinois, Iowa, and Colorado, living for twenty years 
in Chicago. Educated in Charlestown. Has served as assessor, postmaster and 
selectman. Member of the House in i889-'90. 

Hillsborough District, No. 8. — ^Jacob B. Whittemore, of Hillsborough. Demo- 
crat, no religious preference stated, single; age, 38. Bom in Hillsborough. Re- 
sided in Antrim from 1887 to 1880, carrying on the Whittemore homestead farm. 
Educated in the common schools, at Frances town Academy and at Phillips Exeter 
Academy. Served as superintendent of schools three years, town clerk two years, 
secretary of the Democratic state committee from 1880 to 1882. He held commis- 
sion as lieutenant of Carter Guards, Hillsborough, promoted to captain, and then 
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to paymaster of 2d Regiment, with rank of major. Member of Harmony Lodge 
of Masons, Hillsborough, Woods Chapter of Henniker, and Mt. Horeb Command- 
ery. Knights Templar, of Concord. Member of the House in 1883-4. Served 
as U. S. post-office inspector under the Cleveland administration. He is an active 
Democrat, taking a lively interest in political affairs and in all improvements in his 
town and section. His popularity was shown in his running largely ahead of his 
ticket. 

Merrimack District, No. 9. — Henry M. Baker was born in Bow, Jan. 11, 1841 ; 
his education was received in the schools of his native town, academies in Pem- 
broke, Hopkinton, the N. H. Conference Seminary, at Til ton, and in Dartmouth 
College, where he graduated in 1863, and received the degree of A. M. in 1866. 
He graduated from the Law School of Columbian University, with the degree of 
LL. B., in 1866, was then admitted to the bar, and in 1882 to the bar of the 
United States Supreme Court. In 1864 was appointed to a clerkship in the war, 
and subsequently in the treasury department, at Washington, where he remained 
until 1 874 ; he then resigned and entered upon the practice of his profession, en- 
gaging principally in case's in the U. S. courts and before government commissions 
and departments. This practice has taken him much from his home in Bow, but 
he has always been active in local and general politics, to which he has devoted a 
part of each year. In 1872 he visited San Francisco upon business for the treas- 
ury department. In 1887 he made an extensive tour of the West and the Pacific 
coast, including Alaska. He was judge advocate general of the N. H. National 
Guard, in 1886-7, 01^ the staff of Governor Currier. He is unmarried; has always 
been a Republican and a Unitarian, resides in Bow, but his address is P. O. Box 
445, Concord. Was elected to the senate, receiving 1,886 votes against 1,736 
votes for John Whitaker, Democrat,, and 75 votes for B. C. Flanders, Prohi- 
bitionist. 

Concord District, No. 10. — George A. Cummings, of Concord. Baptist, married 
marble manufacturer and worker; age, 57. Born in Acworth, June 13, 1883. He 
spent his youth at the old homestead until the age of twenty, enjoying the advan- 
tages of the district school, and also attended South Acworth academy. In 1853 
he went to Franklin and formed a partnership in the marble business with his 
brother Oscar. Eight years later they established the business in Concord*. His 
brother Oscar died in 1864, and he was succeeded to the business by his brother 
Milon. They do a flourishing business throughout Central New Hampshire and 
Eastern Vermont, and occupy a fine brick block, which they erected, at the corner 
of Main and Freight streets. Mr. Cummings has served the city as alderman two 
years, mayor two years, and was a member of the House in 187 1. He is a 
self-made man, trusted and honored by his fellow-citizens ; he is kind, hospitable, 
and possesses noble qualities of mind and heart ; he is a man of the strictest integ- 
rity, and has rare business ability. His son, Frank G., is an alderman in the city 
of Haverhill, Mass., where he is established in the marble business. Mr. Cum- 
mings has served, besides in the offices already named, as trustee of the Merrimack 
County Savings bank, and of the Orphans' Home at Franklin, vice-president of the 
Odd Fellows' Home, director of the Concord street railway, and president of the 
Odd Fellows' Hall Association. 

Pittsfield District, No. 1 1 . — ^John G. Tallant, of East Concord. Democrat, 
Baptist, married; age, 45. Born in Elast Concord, March 22, 1846, and resides 
on the homestead farm, and is the owner of the celebrated ** Crystal Spring" herd 
of fine Jersey cattle. He w^ educated at New London. He has creditably served 
his ward as assessor, selectman, councilman, and alderman, and was a member of 
the House in 1885-^(6. He was always a Democrat, and was elected to the senate 
by a very flattering vote. 
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Somersworth District No. 12. — The governor and council decided that there was 
no choice for senator in this district. The principal candidates were Samuel D. 
Felker, Democrat, and Augustine S. Parshley, Republican, both of Rochester. 
The former was given a seat by direction of the supreme court. 

Samuel D. Felker was born in Rochester, April 16, 1859, ^^^^ ^s not yet 32 
years of age. He is a Congregationalist, a lawyer, and single. He fitted for col- 
lege in the town high school, and at New Hampton institution, graduating in 1878, 
and from Dartmouth in 1882, receiving the degree of A. M. in 1885, and of LL. Bl 
in 1887'. He read law with ^Hon. Joshua G. Hall, of Dover, and graduated from 
Boston University law school in 1887. He was admitted to the Boston and New 
Hampshire bars the same year, and has established a successful practice in his 
native town. He was a member of the Constitutional Convention of 1889, and 
was always an active Democrat. 

Keene District^ No. 13. — Joseph R. Beal, of Keene. Republican, Unitarian, 
bank cashier, married; age 56. Born in Nelson, and has resided in Keene since 
1852. Educated in the common school. Member of the common council one 
year, and alderman two years. Member of the House in 1870-71. Always a 
Republican. 

Cheshire District, No. 14 — George W. Pierce, of Winchester. Republican, 
no pronounced religious preference, physician and surgeon, married ; age, 57. Born 
in Winchester, April 24, 1833. He was educated in Townshend, Vt., New Eng- 
land Institute for Young Men in New York city, and at Shelburne Falls, Mass. 
He studied medicine with his father, Hosea Pierce, M. D., and graduated from the 
Berkshire, Mass., Medical college in 1854, and has since practised in his native 
town. He was assistant surgeon of the First N. H. Cavalry, and was wounded 
and made prisoner in November, 1864, and suffered the horrors of Libby Prison 
till the following March. He was promoted to surgeon for meritorious conduct 
before he was released from prison. He was in fifty-two battles, and was wounded 
fiive times. He served as pension examining surgeon from 1862-75* ^^^ was 
again appointed in 1883, and removed by the Cleveland administration. He 
served upon the staff of Gov. Currier, with the rank of brigadier-general. He has 
a splendid military record, and is post commander of the E. N. Taft Post, No. 19. 
He stands high in the medical profession. He holds the office of coroner, and 
has been justice of the peace for twenty-five years. Member of the House in 1875, 
and has been an active Republican, serving for about twenty years on the state 
committee. 

Peterborough District, No. 15. — Dr. Charles E. Hall, of Greenville, Republi- 
can, Congregationalist preference, was born in Hanover in 1847. He graduated 
at Dartmouth college in 1870, and at the New York City University Medical col- 
lege in 1873. Has since resided in Greenville. Was married in 1875. Has 
been three years chairman of selectmen, and is now serving his fifth year as town 
treasurer, and eleventh year as school committee. Served as chairman of the Nor- 
mal School Committee in the House of Representatives in i889-'90. 

Amherst District, No. 16. — John McLane, of Milford. Republican, attends 
the Congregational church, manufacturer of post-office equipments, married ; age, 
39. Born in Scotland in 1852, and came to this country with his parents when 
two years of age. Member of the House in i885-'86, and '87-8. He was elected 
president of the senate at the beginning of the session, and makes an admirable 
presiding officer. Was always a Republican. 

Nashua District, No. 17. — Charles S. Collins, of Nashua. Republican, 
physician and surgeon, single; age, ^7. Born in Grafton, and has lived in Nash- 
ua since 1875. Educated at New London academy and Boston university. Has 
served as chairman of the board of selectmen six years. Member of the House 
in 1889-^90.

Manchester District y No, i8. — Horatio Fradd, of Manchester. Republican, 
Congregationalist, grocer and provision dealer, married ; age, 59. Bom in Eng- 
land. Came to this country at the age of 18 ; lived in Boston three years, and in 
Manchester since then. Received his education in England. Served in the fire 
department 35 years, from hoseman to assistant engineer, and was first treasurer of 
the Firemen's Mutual Benefit association. Also served as overseer of the poor 
six years, assessor three years, inspector of the check-list two years, and alderman 
three years. Member of the House in 1872 and '^T^', and of the Constitutional 
Convention of 1889. 

Amos keag District, No. 19. — Perry H. Dow, of Manchester. Republican, ati 
tends Baptist church, married; age, 36. Born in Manchester, July 8, 1 854. 
Graduated from the high school in 1871, and has been employed as civil engineer 
by the Amoskeag company for the last nineteen years, besides having charge of the 
tenements of that company. He is prominent in Masonic circles, and served as 
ward clerk on the school committee, and was a member of the House in i889-'90. 

Londonderry District, No. 20 — Frank P. Woodbury, of Salem. Democrat, 
shoe manufacturer at Salem depot, married ; age, 40. Bom in Salem, Oct. 24, 
1850, and has resided there most of the time. Received a good common school 
education ; has always been a Democrat. XS 1.7.8 Hi 

Rockingham District, No. 21. — George R. Rowe, of Brentwood. Republican, 
manufecturer of carriage wood work, firm of R. Rowe & Sons, married; age, 41. 
Born in Brentwood, and always lived there. Educated at Brentwood, Kingston 
and Tilton. Has served as town clerk and selectman. Member of the House in 
1 889-^90. 

Newmarket District, No. 22. — Richard M. Scammon, of Stratham. Demo- 
crat, single; age, 31. Bom in Stratham, December 6, 1859, ^^^ always resided 
there. Educated at Exeter high school, and Cornell university. Is member of 
two Historical societies. Has served as town treasurer, school committee and 
moderator, also chosen chairman board of selectmen, but declined to serve. Has 
served nine years in the N. H. National Guard, in the line and on the brigade staff, 
and since 1886 as lieutenant-colonel of the ist regiment. Member of the House 
in 1 885-^86. 

Dover District, No. 23. — Dr. Miah B. Sullivan, of Dover. Democrat, Catho- 
lic, physician and surgeon, single; age, 34. Born in Winthrop, Me., and re- 
moved to Dover from Lewis ton. Me. He was educated at Towle academy, W/n- 
throp. Me., and at the University of New York City. He has an extensive prac- 
tice, and stands at the head of his profession. He has never sought public ofiice, 
and the large majority which he received in a heretofore strongly Republican dis- 
trict, fully attests his great popularity which is indeed well merited. He is a geni- 
al, whole-souled man, with a kindly word and a generous hand for all, of most 
ready and excellent judgment of men and measures, and will make a valuable sena- 
tor. He has always been a stanch Democrat. 

Portsmouth District, No. 24. — Charles A. Sinclair, of Portsmouth. Demo- 
crat, Baptist preference, married; age, 42. Bom in Bethlehem, Aug. 21, 1848. 
He was educated in Newbury, Vt., and at Sanbornton Bridge, and was fitted for 
college at Phillips Exeter Academy. Entered Dartmouth college in 1867, but did 
not graduate. He resided in Bethlehem until 1867, and for the next two years in 
Lexington, Mich. ; from 1869 to 1873 ^^ Littleton, and since the latter date in 
Portsmouth, and has been actively engaged in business. He is a keen, sagacious busi- 
ness man, and possesses abundant mental resources, which readily bring him suc- 
cess in the various enterprises he has engaged in. He is proprietor of the Ports- 
mouth Daily Evening Times, an able and spicy Democratic newspaper, and the 
weekly States and Union, a well circulated paper. He has served as president of 
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the Worcester, Nashua & Rochester railroad, of the Manchester & Lawrence rail- 
road, a director in many corporations, including the Portsmouth Trust and Guar- 
anty Co., the Granite State Fire Insiuance Co., Portsmouth Fire Insurance Co., 
Burton Stock Car Co., the Boston & Maine railroad. Upper Coos railroad, Here- 
ford Branch railroad, Boston Wall Paper Co., Portsmouth Shoe Co., etc. He 
was appointed colonel on the staff of Governor Weston in 1871, was a member 
of the House in 1873, ^^^ of the senate in i889-'90, where he served with dis- 
tinction and credit. Col. Sinclair was always a Democrat, and is one of the promi- 
nent leaders of the party in the Granite State. 
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HOUSE. 



At the November election, 1890, there was a total of 380 members elected to 
the House. The right of 40 of these, elected from towns and wards which have 
increased in population since 1880 so as to give them additional representation, 
and of 32 chosen from the formerly classed towns, and also of 3 chosen from the 
pro rata towns but not provided for by representation in the 1890-91 legislature, as 
well as those from the towns of Pittsburg and Windsor, to seats in the House is 
in dispute. If all are admitted to seats who have been given certificates, the 
House will stand 191 Republicans and 189 Dempcrats. If all are excluded whose 
right to seats is in dispute, its political compexion would be 151 Democrats and 
151 Republicans. The names of all those elected ai*e given below, with such brief 
biographical sketch of each as I have been enabled to secure material for from the 
members themselves. Several of the members, although earnestly and repeatedly 
urged by me to send data, have failed to do so from some inexplicable reason. To 
those who have kindly complied with my invitation, to furnish proper material for 
this volume, I am under great obligation and to them I hereby extend heartiest 
thanks. 

The oldest member is William Sanborn of Hampstead, who is nearly 79, having 
been born in Chichester, Feb. 12, 181 2. The youngest member is John F. Healey 
of Ward 5, Manchester, who is 23 ; the next youngest is Franklin N. Chase of 
Great Falls, 25, born Nov. 16, 1865. Nineteen of the members are between 20 
and 30 years of age, 96 between 30 and 40, 97 between 40 and 50, 93 between 
50 and 60, 52 between 60 and 70, and 6 have passed beyond threescore and ten. 
All but 66 were born in the state, and 147 were born in the towns they represent. 
Of those out of the state, 14 were born in Vermont, 13 in Massachusetts, 10 in 
Canada, 10 in Maine, 6 in Ireland, 4 in New York, 2 in Rhode Island, 2 in Eng- 
land, 2 in Germany, and one each in Ohio, Wisconsin and Austria. 

Nineteen received collegiate education, and the remainder enjoyed the advan- 
tages afforded by the common and high schools and academies of the state. There 
are 49 unmarried members, 8 being widowers at the present time. 

In religious belief or preference there are 67 Congregationalists. 49 Universal- 
ists, 26 Baptists, 26 Methodists, 25 Catholics, 18 Unitarians, 18 *♦ Protestants," 
16 Free Baptists, 10 Liberals, one ** very liberal," 4 Presbyterians, 3 Episcopa- 
lians, 3 Second Adventists, 2 Christians, one each Friend, Free Thinker, ^' Hard 
Shelled" Baptist, Spiritualist and Union, one who is ** liberal to all denominations," 
one whose religion is to **pay my bills and sell for cash," one who says *' I am not 
sectarian in my views," one whose religion is **the golden nile, creeds for nobody, 
charity for all," one who responds, **do unto others as ye would that they should 
unto you," another, **the decalogue and golden rule," and one who answers. **Do 
onto others as I would like to be done by." The remainder leave the religious 
question unanswered. 

Forty have served in the House before, two in the Senate, and two in both the 
House and Senate. Three have served in the House and Constitutional Conven- 
tion of 1889, two in the House and Constitutional Convention of 1876, and 19 
served in the constitutional convention of 1889, one in that of 1876 and one in 
that of 1850. One has served in the House, two terms in Congress and in the 
Constitutional Convention of 1876, one in the House, Senate, and two terms in 
Congress, and one has served as assistant clerk of the Senate. 

By profession or occupation, as stated by themselves, there are 121 farmers, be- 
side five who combine that occupation with that of a lumberman, three with that 
of manufacturer, two with that of carpenter, cattle dealer and shoe maker, and one 
each with that of agent, blacksmith, bricklayer, carpenter and wheelwright, cattle 
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breeder, fruit grower, merchant, milk dealer, undertaker; so that 140 of the mem- 
bers are more or less en^ged in tilling the soil. 

There are 34 merchants, 17 lawyers, 8 carpenters, 8 grocers, 4 hotel keepers, 4 
livery stable keepers, 4 machinists, 4 teachers, 4 shoemakers, 3 contractors and 
builders, 3 clerks, 3 mill employes, 2 book-keepers, 2 druggists, 2 lumbermen, 2 
masons, 2 mechanics, 2 merchants and lumber dealers, 2 mill superintentents, 2 
painters, 2 physicians, 2 railroad station agents, 2 shoe factory employes, and I 
each assistant freight master, assistant secretary to fire insurance company, auction- 
eer, banker, blacksmith, bolt-maker, book-keeper and salesman, builder, bolt mak- 
er and roll coverer, cabinet maker, chemist, clergyman, dairyman, dealer in cattle, 
draughtsman, editor and publisher, electrician, foreman, general manager of a shoe 
factory, granite dealer, iron moulder, journalist, lawyer and manufacturer, locomo- 
tive engineer, lumber dealer, lumber man and grocer, McKay stitching machine 
tender, market gardeneY, mason and shoe cutter, mechanical engineer, merchant 
tailor, photographer, engaged in probate business and insurance, quarryman, rail- 
road employe, railroad dining room proprietor, railroad superintendent, real estate 
owner, salesman, settling estates, etc., steamboat captain, stone, ice and heavy 
teaming, surveyor, teamster, tobacconist, and wharfinger.

Abbott, Joseph S., Dover, Ward 3. Engaged in stone, ice, and heavy team- 
ing, married; age, 60. Born in Saccarappa, Me., March 20, 1830, and has resid- 
ed in New Hampshire since 1849. Educated in the common schools three months 
in a year. Has served as alderman, chief engineer and city marshal. 

Abbott, Warren, Webster. Republican, Congregationalist, farmer, single; 
age, 52. Born in Webster, and brought up on a farm. Educated in the common 
school, and at Elmwood academy, Boscawen. Taught school in California from 1 864 
to 1882 ; was principal of graded schools in Oakland and Napa city. Has been 
engaged in farming since then. Is now lecturer of Merrimack and Pomona Grange. 
Has served as selectman and superintendent of school committee. 

Adams, George H., Hill. Republican, Congregationalist, manufacturer of 
knitting machine needles, married; age, 45. Bom in Haverhill, Mass., June ?l, 
1845, and resided for a time in Sanbornton. 

Adams, Herbert E., Gilsum. Republican, woolen manufacturer, married ; age, 
45. Born in Roxbury. Educated in the common schools, and at Kimball Union 
academy. Has served as supervisor, selectman, treasurer, and on the school com- 
mittee. Always a Republican. 

Alden, Edward F., Northumberland. Republican, Congregationalist, former, 
single ; age, 50. Born in Reading, Mass. ; has never before held office, and was 
always a Republican. 

AiXEN, Benjamin R., Newport. Republican, Congregationalist, dairyman, 
widower; age, 51. Born in Newport, May 29, 1833, and has resided there princi- 
pally. Enlisted as a private in Co. K, 9th N. H. Vols., went through the several 
grades J and was mustered-out as captain of Co. H, 9th N. H. Vols., at the close of 
the war. Has always been interested in music, and had charge of the Congregational 
choir most of the time for nearly thirty-five years ; was director of the old New- 
port cornet band when the war commenced ; has also taught vocal music in this 
and other states. Has served as supervisor. Born a Republican (before that 
party was dreamed of). 

Allen, Charles A., Rochester. Republican, stable keeper, married; age, 39. 
Born in Barrington, April 7, 1 851, and has resided in Gonic and Boston. His 
aim is to be strictly upright and honorable in all Ws dealings ; never drank a drop 
of liquor, or used any tobacco in his life. Has served on the town police force. 
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Angell, Edmund R., Derry. Republican; his religion is *♦ the golden rule, 
creeds for nobody, charity for all," chemist, married; age, 42. Bom in North 
Scituate, R. I., Oct. 4, 1848. Educated at Lapham institute, Rhode Island, and 
Bates^ College, Me. Has served as principal of Yarmouth, Me., academy, and 
Hartland, Me., academy, instructor in Nichols' Latin school, Lewiston, Me., and 
Tutor in Bates' College, principal of Castine, Me., high school, and principal of 
Pinkerton academy, Derry, from 1876 to 1885. Is analyst to the New Hampshire 
State Board of Health. Has also served as sealer of weights and measures, mem- 
ber of local board of health, and trustee of Taylor library. 

Annett, Albert, JafFrey. Republican, Congregational preference, book-keep- 
er, single ; age, 29. Bom at East Jaffrey, Aug. 3, 1861. Educated in. the schools 
of Jaffrey, and at Phillips' Andover academy. Always a Republican. 

Atkinson, Langdon M., Madison. Republican, no religious preferencr, jobber 
and retailer in general merchandise, doing a business of $20,000 to $30,000 a year, 
single; age, 33. Born in Madison, and always resided there. Has served on the 
school board, a^id as town treasurer. Member of the House in i889-'90. 

Atwood, George W., Bridgewater. Republican, married; age, 47. Born in 
Alexandria, Aug. 17, 1-843. Attended district school until 18 years old, worked 
one year in a tannery at Woodstock, then went to Chicago and had charge of the 
tanning department for Grey, Clark & Co.'s tannery until Nov., 1873, when he 
formed partnership with J. W. Campbell, of Woodstock, the member from that 
town, which continued three years, then worked for Campbell until 1881, when his 
health failed and he had no regular occupation until 1885, when he bought a farm 
in Bridgewater, which he moved on to in spring of 1889. Has served as tax col- 
lector. Was a Democrat until he became of age. 



Bacon, George W., Manchester, Ward i. Republican, attends Methodist 
church, mechanic, married; age, 49. Born in Vershire, Vt., and educated at 
West Fairlee. tEnlisted in the 15th Vt. Vols, for nine months, served the time; 
then re-enlisted in the 17th Vermont, and served until the close of the war, going 
as private, returning as brevet 2d lieutenant, . being promoted from ist sergeant. 
Was a member of Manchester fire department for twenty- two years, resigned in 
April, 1890, assistant foreman one year, and foreman two years in hook and ladder 
Co. For twelve years was a member of N. S. Bean Steamer Co., having served 
three years as foreman, at time of resignation. Selectman four years, councilman 
four, and alderman two. Always a Republican. 

Baker, Eleazer F., Pembroke. Republican. 

Baker William W., Hudson. Democrat, attends Methodist Church, single; 
age, 25. Born in Hudson, Sept. 21, 1865. Educated at McGaw institute. Is a 
member of the firm of Baker Bros., dealers in general merchandise. 

Barber, Henry H., Milford. Republican, attends Congregational Church, dry 
goods merchant, married; age, 38. Born in Nashua, Dec. 16, 1838.' 
His parents moved to Canaan when he was 9 years of age, and he was educated at 
the academy. At 17 he went to Nashua, where he spent eight years in the dry 
goods establishment of Taylor & Norwell, and thoroughly learned the business in 
all its details. In 1878 he purchased a store in Milford, and has there built up 
a large and flourishing business, and occupies an elegant residence. He Is a 32- 
degree Mason, an Odd-Fellow, a worker in the Golden Cross, director in the Na- 
tional bank, and Building and Loan association, and president of the Board of 
Trade, and is interested in all local enterprises. He possesses rare tact and busi- 
ness ability, and was always a Republican. 
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Barker, Thaddeus, Nelson. Republican, alyrzys a Congregationalist, farmer, 
and cattle dealer, his home farm containing 400 acres, married ; age, 39. Bom in 
Nelson, May 24, 185 1, and has resided in Harrisville and Dublin, but for ten years 
in Nelson. He is of the fourth generation on both his father's and mother's side 
that resided in Nelson, and his wife can claim the same honors. Hp has served as 
town agent, supervisor, selectman four years, president of Republican club four 
years, and was census enumerator in 1890. 

Barnard, Ezekiel F., Newbury. Democrat, Universalist, farmer, married; 
age, 59. Bom in Warner, in May 1831. Educated in the district school, resided 
in Concord six years, and in Newbury since 1867. Has served as selectman, and 
is a member of Bradford Grange. 

Bartlett, Persons, Milford. Republican, Methodist, hosiery manufacturer, 
single; age, 58. Born in Morgan, Vt., in 1832. Lived in Stoughton, Mass, 
twenty-five years, Lake Village seven years, and in Milford for the past four years. 
Has never before held political office, and was always a Republican. 

Barton, DeW ALT C, Croydon. Democrat. 

Bascomb, James W., Langdon. (**If entitled"). Republican. 

Bassett, George W.,'Wolfeborough. (*♦ If entitled.") Republican, Friend, 
farmer, married ; age, 69. Bom im Wolfeborough in 1829, and always resided 
there. Has served as tax-coltector, and was formerly a Whig. 

Bean, Addison A., Chester. Republican, Congregationalist, farmer, married; 
age, 45. Born in Sutton, November i, 1845, and educated there; has lived in 
Chester since April, 1874. Has served as selectman four terms. 

Bean, Leslie F., Littleton. (** If entitled.") Democrat, Protestant, farmer, 
married; age, 36. Born in Bethlehem, Febmary 28, 1854, and educated at the 
Littleton high school. Has never before been elected to political office. His life 
has been a quiet one. He spent eight years with the New York City Ice Co., six 
years as foreman, always holding his residence in Littleton; he also taught district 
schools eight winters ; is at present secretary of White Mountain Grange, No. 50 ; 
secretary of Grafton and Coos Grange Fair Association ; and clerk of White Moun- 
tain Co-operative Creamery Association of Littleton. 

Beede, Phineas, Fremont. Republican, Universalist, farmer, married ; age, 
59. Born in Fremont, September 16, 1831, and has always lived there. Has 
served as selectman and supervisor. Formerly a Whig. 

Bell, John J., Exeter. Republican, lawyer, member of the House in 1883-84, 
1 885-86, and 1887-88, and took an active part in committee workand the debates. 

Bemis, Luther G., Marlborough. Republican, Congregationalist, farmer, mar- 
ried; age, 62. Born in Troy, July 11, 1828, and has lived in Marlborough since 
1840. In 1867 he was made an Odd Fellow, and in 1874 a member of the Grand 
Lodge, 1. O. O. F., of New Hampshire. Served as supervisor in 1881 and 1882, 
second selectman in 1883, and chairman of the board for six years, and overseer of 
the poor seven years ; member of the Constitutional Convention of 1889. Always 
Republican. 

Berry, Charles P., Portsmouth, Ward 2. Democrat, attends Baptist church, 
vice-president and general manager of the Portsmouth Shoe Company, widower ; 
age, 50. Born in Lynn, Mass., October 16, 1840, and has lived in Portsmouth 
since 1866. Served in the Lynn city council. Has never been actively interested 
in political affairs, but has devoted his entire life to the business in which he is now 
engaged. The Portsmouth Shoe Company was established in July, 1886, and he 
became its vice-president and general manager, associating himself in the company 
with Hon. Frank Jones, Col. Charles A. Sinclair, Charles H. Mendon, and Calvin 
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Page. The business has rapidly increased and grown to be very large, and they 
claim to have the largest and best equipped factory in the country, turning out at 
the present time 135 sixty pair cases of boots and shoes per day, and doing a busi- 
ness amounting to about two millions of dollars per annum. 

Berry, William H., Manchester, Ward 3. Republican, Congregationalist, 
assistant secretary New Hampshire Fire Insurance Co., widower; age, 57. Bom in 
Pittsfield in 1883. Educated at Pittsfield and Pembroke academies. Was a suc- 
cessful merchant twenty years, treasurer of the Pittsfield Savings bank six years. 
State Savings Bank commissioner one term, special agent for the New Hampshire 
Fire Insurance Company five years, and has been assistant secretary of the New 
Hamoshire Fire Insurance Company since 1885. Member of the House £rom Pitts- 
field in 1867 and 1868. Always a Republican. 

BiCKFORD, Albert H., Newcastle. Republican, Congregationalist, mason and 
shoe cutter, married; age, 37. Bom in Newcastle in 1853 ; lived in Lynn, Mass.,^ 
four years. Educated in Portsmouth. Served as supervisor four years, and cen- 
sus enumerator in 1890. Always a Republican. 

Bingham, Harry, Littleton. Democrat, Episcopal preference, lawyer, single; 
age, 72. Born in Concord, Vt. Educated in the common schoo^s, the Waterford, 
Vt., high school, Lyndon, Vt., academy, and Dartmouth College, class of '43. 
Read law with Hon. Harry Hibbard at Bath ; was admitted to the bar in May, 
1846, and began practice in Littleton in September of that year. He has held the 
following official positions : Delegate to Philadelphia Peace Convention in 1 866 ; 
treasury agent, 1867; delegate to National Democratic conventions in 1872, 1880, 
and 1884, and member of the National Committee in 1868 and 1872 ; member of 
the Constitutional Convention of 1876. He has been elected to the House twenty 
times in the following years: 1861, 1862, 1863, 1864, 1865, 1868, 1871, 1872, 
1873, 1874, 1875, 1876, 1877, 1878, 1879 (biennial), 1881, 1889, 1891, and to 
the Senate in 1885 and 1887. This is undoubtedly a record of legislative service 
which exceeds that of any man living in this state. He did not take his seat in 
1868, and, with that exception, has been a member of the Judiciary Committee in 
every one of the sessions. He has well earned the title of the ** great commoner." 

Blake, Charles F., Wolfeborough. Republican, Universalist, farmer, and 
carpenter, single ; age, 65. Bom in Wolfeborough in 1826, and has always resided 
there with the exception of eleven years, when he was engaged in constructing 
railroad bridges in New York, Ohio, Maryland, Massachusetts, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, and Canada. He has served as selectman two years. 

Blake, Ira N., Northwood. Republican, Liberal, shoe manufacturer, married; 
age, 59. Born in Kensington, and has resided in the state all but five years of 
his life. Educated in the common and high schools. He has always been an act- 
ive business man ; commenced life at the bottom of the ladder, and has worked 
himself well up by dint of hard labor. Commenced manufacturing business at 
Pittsfield in 1879, doing a large business, sold out in 1888, and bought out 
Pillsbury Brothers in Northwood, where he is engaged in manufacturing ladies' 
fine goods in machine and hand sewed, and does a business approximating a quar- 
ter of a million dollars annually. He has always been a Republican, lives frugally* 
goes to bed early, claims to be honest, and tolerably happy. He is a genial, 
whole-souled, popular citizen, and was a member of the House in 1881-82. 

Blake, William H., Hampton. Republican, Free Baptist, married; age, 49. 
Born in Hampton, Jan. 11, 1842. Educated in the public schools. Has been 
twice married; the first time to Augusta A. Moulton, in 1863 ; she died in Sept., 
1881 ; married Harriet A. Palmer, in Oct., 1888. Served as selectman four or five 
years, and moderator at all the town meetings for the past eight years. Hampton 
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has a building and machinery for the manufacture of shoes costing about $12,000, 
and owned by a stock company, of which he is one of the directors. 

Blanchard, Benjamin E., Windham. Republican, Presbyterian, farmer, 
married; age, 63. Born in Windham, Oct. 27, 1827. Educated there and at 
Nashua. Has served as justice of the peace, selectman and town treasurer. 

Blanchard, George W., Milan. Republican, Universalist, lumberman, mar- 
ried; age, 39. Born in Andover, Me., April 21, 1851. Educated in Dummer. 
Has served as selectman, town clerk and supervisor. 

Blanchet, George, Manchester, Ward 4. Republican, Catholic, dry goods 
. merchant, married; age, 40. Born in St. Pierre, P. Q., and has resided in Man- 
chester since 1866, where he arnived at the age of 17, being well educated in 
the academies at Quebec. At first he worked in the Manchester mills for a few 
months and then entered the employ of Holton & Sprague's large dry goods house 
as a clerk, where he remained with them twelve years. In 1878 he started in busi- 
ness as a partner in the firm of Blanchet & Gazaille, and remained there four years ; 
dissolved partnership and started alone in business, at 24 and 26 Opera House 
block, which is his present stand, and where he conducts one of the largest dry 
goods houses of the city. He considers his success due to honesty and strict at- 
tention to business. He is an active member of the Board of Ti-ade, and of the 
Lincoln Republican club. Served in the city council two years.

BoDWELL, LORING B., Manchester, Ward 2. (**If entitled.") Republican.

34. Born in Canada, in 1856; has resided nineteen years in the United States; 
fifteen in New Hampshire. 

Bowles, Charles C, Easton. Democrat. 

Bragg, Lewis Clark, Errol. Democrat, farmer, single; age, 31. Bom in 
Errol, Aug. 16, 1859. Educated there and at Brighton, Me., Academy. Served 
as town clerk eight years. Member of the House in 1 889-^90. 

Braynard, Edward D., Piermont. Republican, liberal to all denominations, 
farmer, but previous to 1875 worked nearly four years in a store, married; age, 37. 
Born in Haverhill, Aug. 30, 1853. Educated in the Haverhill common schools 
and academy. Served as supervisor two terms. 

Breck, Charles P., Claremont. Republican. 

Briggs, James F., Manchester, Ward 3. Republican, Unitarian, law}'er, mar- 
led; age, 63. Born in England. Educated at ^Newbury, Vt., Seminary, and N, 
H. Conference Seminary, Tilton. Member of the 45th, 46th, and 47th Congress- 
es, serving with distinction. He is a sound lawyer and able debater. Member of 
the House from Hillsborough in 1857, '58, and '59, and fi-om Manchester in 1874 
and '83 ; also member of Constitutional Convention, 1876 and 1889. 

Briggs, Joseph G., Claremont. Republican, Episcopalian, stove dealer, mar- 
ried; age, 63. Born in Smithfield, R. I., April 24, 1827, and has resided in 
Woonsoocket, annd Poughkeepsie, N. Y. Educated in Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts. 

Brown, Frank H., Claremont. Republican, lawyer; age, 36. Bom in Clare- 
mont, Feb. 2, 1854, son of Oscar J. Brown. Educated in the common, and high 
schools of Claremont, Worcester Military Academy, and Dartmouth College ; grad- 
uated at th^ Boston University law school, and admitted to Suffolk County bar in 
June, 1876; practiced law for three years at Concord, since which time he has been 
in practice in Claremont. 
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Brown, John H., Bristol. Republican, Congregationalist, surveyor, married; 
age, 40. Born in Bridgewater, in 1850. Educated at New Hampton. Served as 
selectman, postmaster and deputy sheriff. 

Brown, John H., Exeter. Republican, Universalist, contractor and builder, 
married; age, 59. Born at Hampton Falls, Dec. 14, 1831. Lived in Wakefield 
in 1862, and has had his residence in Exeter since 1849, with that exception. 
Educated in the common school. Served as chief engineer of the fire department 
from* 1870 to 1874, inclusive ; also as health officer. Member of the Constitution- 
al Convention of 1889. Formerly a Whig. 

Bunker, Lewis, Pittsfield. Democrat. 

Burton, James E., Temple. Democrat, Universalist, farmer and lumberman, 
married; age, 62. Bom in Lyndeborough, Nov. 18, 1828. Educated in the 
common school. Was drafted during the last war aud put in a $300 substitute. 
Served as selectman five years and other town offices. A Democrat from a boy up. 

Burton, William P., Lebanon. Republican, Congregationalist, engaged in 
probate business and insurance, married; age, 62. Born in Norwich, Vt., Dec. 2, 
1828, and has resided in Maryland and Virginia. Educated at Kimball Union 
Academy, Hartford Academy, and Dartmouth College, class of '52. Was postmas- 
ter at West Lebanon from Jan. i, 1867, to April i, 1888, over twenty-one years. 
Member of the Constitutional Convention of 1889. Formerly a Whig,

Campbell, Joseph W., Woodstock. Democrat, Protestant, farmer and lumber- 
man, married ; age, 65. Born in Hopkinton, and has resided in Hill and Hudson. 
Educated in the common school, and at Boscawen Academy. He has acceptably 
served as selectman and town treasurer, and was a member of the state commis- 
sion for the reimbursement of war expenses.

Always lived or made his home there, and worked at carpenter work, until 
1862, when he enlisted in Co. F., nth N. H. Vols., and served until the close of 
the war, when he returned to Sutton, and has made it his home there since ; served 
as tax collector and selectman. 

Chagnon, Alphonse, Nashua, Ward 6. Republican, Catholic, carpenter, mar- 
ried; age, 45. Born in Montreal,* whence he removed to Nashua in 1861. Edu- 
cated in Montreal. Has served in the common council, and as an alderman. Al- 
ways a Republican. 

Chamberlin, Augustus J., New Durham. Democrat, Protestant, dealer in ag- 
ricultural implements, carriages and harnesses, married ; age, 39, Born in New 
Durham, Sept. 3, 1 851, and always resided there. Educated at New Hampton. 
Always a Democrat. 

Charles, Madison O., Chatham. Democrat. Universalist, farmer, single; 
age, 31. Born in Stow, Me., Jan. 27, 1859, ^^^ resided there until 1880, and at 
North Chatham since that time. Always a Democrat. 
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Chase, Franklin N., Somersworth. Democrat, Universalist, railroad employee, 
single; age, 25. Born in Andover, Mass., Nov. 16, 1865, and educated there. 
He is Boston and Maine ticket agent at Great Falls station, and is an active, ener- 
getic and very popular official of the company. He is a thorough-going Democrat, 
and has been one of the trusted leaders of his party in the sharp contests that have 
in late years occurred in Somersworth. He served efficiently as town treasurer in 
1 889 and 1890. 

Clark, Benjamin Franklin, Conway. Republican, Unitarian, superintendent 
of B. F. Sturtevant Co. 's peg-wood and veneer manufactory, married; age, 47.

Born a 
Democrat. 

Republican, Congregationalist, 
carpenter, married; age 45. Born in Dorchester, August 15, 1845. Lived in 
Lyme seventeen years, in Manchester for the last twenty- three, where he has been 
employed in the Amoskeag carpenter shop.

Davis, Albert P., Warner. Republican, Protestant, lawyer, married; age 55. 
Born in Warner, and always resided there. Received an academical education 
and prepared for college. He has held various town and county offices, including 
sheriif and town treasurer, and was an officer in the Senate in 1863 and 64. Has 
been prominently connected with various temperance organizations for thirty years, 
and has been a writer upon important public questions, and a lecturer and public 
speaker, as well. Taught school for twenty years. Was admitted to the bar in 
1876 and has a good practice in his native town. Member of the last Constitu- 
tional convention. 

Davis, Alfred, Bow. Democrat, Universalist, farmer, married; age, 61. 
Born in Plainfield in 1829 ; educated there and at Canaan. Has, besides, lived in 
Andover and Concord. Has served as selectman, town treasurer and tax col- 
lector of Andover, superintendent of Merrimack county farm and tax collector of 
Bow. Member of the Constitutional convention of 1889. Always a Democrat. 

Davis, Calvin, Roxbury. Republican, Congregational preference, farmer, 
married; age, 58. Born and always lived in Roxbury. Always a Republican.

Republican, Congregationalist, farmer, mai^ 
ried; age, 71. Born at Chesterfield, October 26, 18 19. Has served as select- 
man of Hinsdale. Always a Republican. 
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DoBENS, Edmund, Nashua, Ward 6. Republican, Catholic, carpenter and 
builder, married; age, 50. Born in Malone, N. Y., February 6, 1840, and lived 
there till 1871, and since then in Nashua. Served in the army in the Ninety-Eighth 
New York Volunteers three years, from December 19, 1861, to December 20, 1864.

Dubois, Charles B., Nashua, Ward 7. Republican, Congregationalist, me- 
chanic, twice married; age, 48. Born in Peacham, Vt., February 11, 1843. Left 
that state at five years of age, went to Merrimack, and lived there eighteen months; 
fi-om there to Manchester one year, and Amoskeag one . year. New Boston seven 
years, Goffstown two years, and back to Vermont in the winter of 1860-61. En- 
listed from Peacham, July 3, 1861, in Company G, Third Regiment Vermont Vols. 
Went directly into the field, and remained there until his term of enlistment ex- 
pired, July 16, 1864; was promoted from private to corporal, then to sergeant, 
and was discharged as such. Was under McClellan in the Peninsula, and in every 
engagement but one that the Army of the Potomac was engaged in from 1861 to 
1 864 — twenty-six in all ; was wounded at Cold Harbor, and discharged at Burling- 
ton, Vt., July 26, 1864, by reason of expiration of term of service.

Always a Democrat.

Was tax collector five years, 
and is now a selectman. Never changed his political belief. 

FoRBUSH, Ephraim R., Stark. Republican, Methodist, carpenter and mill- 
wright, married; age, 59. Born in Dummer, and educated there. Went to Wis- 
consin in 1856; returned in 1872, and has resided in Stark since then. Has 
served as selectman. Member of the House in 1883-4. Was a Democrat till 1862. 

Forsaith, Hiram, Manchester, Ward 3. ("If entitled.") Straight Republi- 
can, Congregationalist, machinist, widower; age, 65. Born in Goffstown, Sept. 6, 
1825. Educated in the common school, and at Penbroke academy. Has served 
as ward clerk, inspector of check-list, and member and president of the common 
council. Always a Republican. 

Foss, Jason, Northfield. Republican, farmer, married; age, 56. Born in 
Northfield, in 1834. Served as selectman six years. 

Frye, John E., Concord, Ward 2. Democrat, Unitarian, farmer, married; 
age, 33. Born in East Concord, and always lived there. Has served in both branch- 
es of the city government. Always a Democrat. 

Fuller, Henry B., Plainfield. Democrat, Baptist, farmer, married; age, 42. 
Born in Plainfield, Feb. 20, 1848. Educated at Meriden, and has served as select- 
man, and has always been a Democrat. 

FoRRiSTALL, Henry E., Columbia. Democrat, Liberal, farmer, single ; age, 47. 
Born in Princeton, Mass., in 1843, and has resided in this state since 1850. Has 
served as town treasurer. Always a Democrat. 

Forsyth, David G., Bath. Democrat, Methodist preference, farmer, married; 
age, 59. Born in Topsham, Vt., in 1831, and was educated in that state. In 
1835 he went to California, and 1869 returned to New Hampshire, and has resided 
at Bath ever since, with the exception of ten years in Haverhill. While in Cali- 
fornia he was engaged in gold mining. He went up the Frasier river on the first 
steamboat that run up the river ; they had an Indian for a pilot.

In addition to his legiti- 
mate calling, he devoted very much attention to legal matters pertaining to justice 
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and notary business, trial of courts, settlement of estates, management of trust 
fund and investment securities, conveyancing, etc. Was a United States repre- 
sentative to the World's Sunday School Convention in London, in 1889, subsequent- 
ly travelling through England, France, Belgium, Germany, Switzerland and Italy.

Frink, William P., Greenland. Democrat, Unitarian, electrician, single; age,

age, 64'. Born in iMiddhton, June 7, 1826, and has resided in Farmington, New 
Durham and Dover. Educated principally at Wolfeborough and Gilmanton. He 
lost his right arm by a threshing machine accident in 1837, at the age of eleven. 
He has taught school more or less since eighteen. He is the father of eleven 
children, two girls and nine boys, four of the latter being now living. Served as 
selectman and town clerk; was assistant United States marshal in Farmington and 
Rochester in taking the census of i86o. Always a Democrat of the old Jefferson 
and Jackson school. 

Fulton, Robert M., Effingham. Democrat, Free Baptist, blacksmith, mar- 
ried; age, 47. Born in Minot, Me., March 16, 1843. He was in government em- 
ploy in Washington in 1862-3 ; in the quartermaster's service in 1864; one year in 
the army of the Cumberland ; was at the battles of Chattanooga, Lookout Moun- 
tain, and Missionary Ridge. Was employed on a steamboat running from Chica- 
go to parts in Lake Superior in the summer of 1865, and on the Mississippi in the 
winter; then in a pawn-broker's office in Washington, in 1867, ^^^ on steamboats 
on Ohio and Missouri rivers in 1868 and '69.

Gale, Daniel W., Belmont. Republican, attends Free Baptist church, book- 
keeper, married; age, 38. Born in Belmont, Sept. 10, 1852. Has served as 
town treasurer five years, and has held many responsible positions of trust in town. 
Was treasurer of the building committee for repairing and finishing the Free Bap- 
tist church ; also treasurer of the committee for buying land and building the depot 
for the Tilton & Belmont railroad, and was very much interested for the construe- 
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tion of the same, and for the general prosperity of the village and town. Always 
a Republican. 

Gallinger, Jacob H., Concord, Ward 4. Republican, Baptist, physician and 
surgeon, married; age, 53. Born in Cornwall, Ont., March 27, 1837, the son of 
a farmer. His parents being of moderate means he was forced at an early age to 
rely upon his own resources ; he entered a printing office at the age of twelve, and 
served a four years' apprenticeship; he worked a year in Ogdensburg, N. Y., and 
returned to Cornwall, and for a year edited and published the paper on which he 
had served his apprenticeship.

Always a Demo- 
crat. 

Gay, Charles W., New London. Republican, Baptist, farmer, married; age, 
43. Born in New London, and educated at the academy. Has served for two 
years as superintendent of schools, and for ten years chairman of the board of 
selectmen. Republican always. 

Gay, John E., Concord, Ward 3. Republican, quarryman, married; age, 38. 
Born in Wilmot, Jan. 17, 1855, and has resided in Deerfield and Suncook, but 
for more than twenty years in East Concord. Member of the House in i889-'90. 

George, Edwin W., Hebron. Democrat, is not sectarian in his views, farmer, 
married; age, 56. Born in Hebron, April 13, 1834, on the same place he now 
occupies. Educated in the Hebron schools and at Nashua and Plymouth. Served 
as selectman, and was member of the House in 1874 and 1875. Always a Demo- 
crat, and never failed to vote at all state and presidential elections. 

GiLE, Charles H., Manchester. Ward i. (** If entitled.") Republican, Uni- 
versalist preference, carpenter, married; age, 37. Born in Enfield, Dec. 6, 1853. 
Moved to Sharon, Vt., when young, and came to Manchester in 1879. Always a 
Republican. 

GiLMORE, William H., Deering. Democrat, Methodist, carriage maker, mar- 
ried; age, 53. Born in Deering, Feb. 24, 1836. In 1857 was in Illinois and 
Missouri, lived in Boston two years, and also for a time in Warner and Henniker. 
The remainder of his life has principally been passed in Deering. Served as select- 
man of Deering seven years. Always a Democrat. 
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Glines, Nelson A., Carroll. Democrat, farmer, single; age, 53. Bom in 
Carroll in 1837, and always resided there. Democrat always. 

Good, Charles F., Manchester, Ward 7. Republican, Unitarian preference, 
manufacturer, married; age, 33. Born in Dover, Me., May 26, 1857 ; lived there 
till seven; since in Manchester, except 1873 till 1876 in Boston. Educated in the 
public schools of Manchester. Has never held political office, and has always been 
a Republican. 

Goodhue, Fred E., Wilmot. Democrat, Congregationalist, merchant, mar- 
ried; age, 30. Born in Wilmot, July 18, i860. Educated in town schools and 
Kearsarge School of Practice. Served as superintendent of schools two years, and 
chosen member of board of education in 1889 for three years ; also, served as third, 
second, and first selectman. Was postmaster under Cleveland's administration. 
Always a Democrat. 

Goss, Harris C, Canaan. Democrat, Methodist preference, farmer and dealer 
in horses, married; age, 46. Born in Canaan, Jan. 7, 1845 ; lived two years in 
Laconia. Served in Co. F, i8th N. H. Vols. ; was wounded in front of Peters- 
burg. Carries on the Ira Allen livery stable in Hanover, under the firm name of 
H. J. Goss & Son; and is also engaged in the lumber business. Has served as 
selectman, and was always a Democrat. 

Gould, John, Colebrook. Democrat, farmer, married; age, 53. Born in 
Colebrook, and has always resided there except four years in Vermont, where he 
was drafted in 1863, and furnished a substitute. Has served as justice of the 
peace, selectman, and other town offices, and president of the Upper Coos and 
Essex Agricultural Society. A Democrat from the cradle up. 

Graf, George, Manchester, Ward 8. (** If entitled.") Republican, Protest- 
ant, second-hand in a dressing-room, married; age, 45. Born in Austria. 

Gray, Charles W., Jackson. Democrat, Liberal, hotel keeper, married; age, 
41. Bom in Jackson in May, 1849, and has resided in Manchester. Educated in 
Jackson and Lancaster. In 1873 ^^ commenced the manufacture of carriages and 
sleighs in Jackson, which business he followed twelve years, making many moun- 
tain wagon and buck-boards, making the first six to twelve passenger buck-boards 
ever run around the mountains. In August, 1884, he began the erection of a hotel, 
opening for the first guests in July, 1885 ; and from that time up to the present the 
well known ** Gray's Inn" has been one of the most popular hotels in the moun- 
tains. Commencing in 1885 with only nineteen sleeping rooms, by its increase of 
business yearly has necessitated the many additions made, until to-day, with its 
three beautifiil cottages, it contains sixty-five large and beautiful sleeping apartments, 
with ample accommodations for one hundred and twenty-five guests, second in size 
to. but one house in the town, and has the best location of any hotel south of Mt. 
Washington. He has served as selectman several years, and was a delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention of 1 889.

Republican, attends Congregational Church, 
married; age, 38. Bom at Hampton Falls, June 8, 1852. Educated there, and 
always lived there. Has served as moderator, supervisor, and selectman. 

Greene, Herman W., Hopkinton. Republican, Episcopal, lawyer, married; 
^ge» S4» ^o™ ^^ Hopkinton, April 11, 1836. Educated at Hopkinton, Pem- 
broke, and Gilmanton academies. Studied law with George & Foster in Concord 
and with Beard & Nickerson in Boston, and was admitted to the Suffolk bar on his 
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twenty-first birthday, and practised his profession in Boston for some years. He 
then returned to his native town, where he has been in active practice since. He 
has served as moderator since 1863, superintendent of schools five years, and solic- 
itor of M^rriiiiiclc CDaiity fi'/e yeiri. H3 wa> a hading m^iubsr of the House in 
i83i-2 and 1839-90. He is p2rfacl:ly familiir with legislative proceedings, and 
is a thorough R-publican, active on the stump and in the party councils.

Member of the House in 1889-90. Always a Democrat. 

Gregg, Melvin C, Goshen. Republican, farmer, married; age, 48. Born in 
Goshen. Has served as chairman of supervisors, selectman, and member of the 
school board. 

Griffin, Charles H., Centre Harbor. Democrat, Catholic, single; age, 40. 
Born in Wisconsin, Sept. 23, 1850. Always a Democrat. 

Gee, Silas M., Unity. Republican, Baptist, farmer, married; age, 60. Bom 
in Unity, July i, 1830, and always resided there. Is the first Republican repre- 
sentative ever elected in Unity. Has been connected with the Baptist church in 
Newport since very early in life, and has been active and interested in every good 
work ; has held all tlie different offices the church could confer upon a layman. 
Has been a widower twice and three times married, having lived with his present 
wife about two years. Selectman in 1883 and 4.

Hall, John W., Rochester. (** If entitled.") Republican, Congregalionalist, 
farmer, married; age, 58. Born in Barrington, Jan. 28, 1833, ^^3 has lived in 
Rochester since 1859. He was the son of Stasa Hall and Sallie Hayes, late of 
Barrington. His father was the son of Daniel Hall, of Barrington, and his mother 
the daughter of captain John W. Hayes, for whom he was named ; Mr. Hayes 
was a captain in the war of 18 12, and is a cousin to Col. Daniel Hall of Dover, 
and did not go to the war, but sent a man to take his place, but was not drafted. 
Two brothers went to the war, and he would have gone but for his mother, an 
aged and helpless member of his family, whom he had to stay at home to care for. 
He has five brothers and one sister living in the West. Has served as highway 
surveyor and school committee. 

Hall, Melvin, Auburn. Democrat, farmer; age, 34. Born in Auburn, in 
1856, and always lived there. 

Ham, James C, Gilmanton. Republican, Free Baptist, married; age, 53. 
Born in Gilmanton, June 29, 1837, and has resided in Barnstead. His father was 
the late Rev. Ezra Ham, of Gilmanton, who represented that town in 1867 and 8. 
Was married in 1856 to Mary E. Clark, of Barnstead, daughter of Ezekiel Clark, 
and cousin of Judge Lewis W. Clark. Served in the i8th N. H. Vols. His first 
vote was cast for Abraham Lincoln, and he has voted for every Republican candi- 
date for President since.

Lived on a farm and attended the district school 
until 1 5 years of age ; then worked as a mechanic eight years, and the next four as 
a musician, and ejght as doorkeeper during the tenting season with a show ; then 
for twenty-five years advance agent of Whitmore & Clark's minstrels, gaining a 
wide acquaintance and forming many friendships. Served as special police ten 
years, supsrvisor two, and selectman two. Was a Republican till 1880. 

Hardy, James L., Wilton. (♦» If entitled.") Democrat, believes in the Deca- 
logue and golden rule, carpenter and builder, rriarried ; age, 64. Born in Hollis, 
and has resided at Nashua, Manchester, Amherst and Lawrence. Educated in the 
common schools. Walked from Amherst to Manchester and back the same day — 
twenty-six miles — to enlist in the service; served in Co. E, 8th N. H. Vols. ; was 
promoted to 2d lieutenant in Co. A, being the first promotion in the regiment from 
the enlisted men ; discharged for disability contracted in the service ; was commis- 
sioned captain of Wilton Light Infantry. Member of the House, 1873 ^^^ 1883. 
Always a Democrat. 

Hardy, Willis F., Ashland. Democrat, merchant, married; age, 31. Bom 
in Warner, lived in Wilmot till i88o and since then. Educated at New Hampton. 
He is a member of the firm of Pollard, Hardy & Brown, which does a large and 
flourishing business. 

Harris, Ezra S.. Boscawen. Republican, Congregationalist, woolen manufac- 
turer, married; age, 63. Born in Marlovv, and resided in Winchester and Harris- 
ville. Educated at New Ipswich. Always a Republican. 

Hatch, Francis Marion, Eaton. Democrat, farmer, married ; age, 46. Bom 
in Eaton, Oct. 8, 1884, and lived in Boston from 1867 to 1880, being engaged in 
mercantile business there. Educated in the town schools, and at North Parsons- 
field, Me., Seminary, and Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Business College, graduating in 
1867. Taught school several terms. Has served many times as moderator, treas- 
urer, selectman, and on board of education four years each. Member of Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1889. Democrat always. 

Hatch, Henry J., Manchester, Ward 8. (** If entitled.") Republican, Meth- 
odist, married; age, 41. Born in Sutton, P. Q., in 1849. Came to this country 
in 1855, located in Iowa with his parents ; lived there two years, and then in Kan- 
sas till the war broke out. Enlisted in the regular army, was sent to Governor's 
Island, and then to Fort C. F. Smith, Montana, and remained there during the 
winter of 1867-8 ; then proceeded by degrees to Fort D. A. Russell, W. T., and 
was attacked by Indians at most every camping-place; then was on detached ser- 
vice on the U. P. R. R., and engaged in expeditions against the Indians in the 
Black Hills, and stationed for a time at Omaha. After being discharged, went to 
Clinton, Mass., and Lewiston, Me., and came to Manchester in 1867, where he 
has since lived.

also as selectman, councilman, and alderman. 

Healey, Cornelius, Manchester, Ward 5. Democrat, Catholic, painter, sin- 
gle; age, 30. Born in Manchester, April 14, i860. Educated in the parochial 
schools in Manchester. 

Healey, Dana C, Raymond. Democrat from birth, Universalist, merchant 
and lumber dealer, married; age, 40. Born in Raymond, and always resided 
there, except from 1873 to 1879 ^^ Maine. Educated in the district and high 
school and at Chester Academy. Served as town clerk in Maine, and in Raymond 
as selectman, four years on the school board, and town clerk since 1882. 

Healey, John F., Manchester, Ward 5. Democrat, Catholic, grocery clerk, 
single; age, 23. Born in Manchester, and educated at the Park Street grammar 
school. Is president of the Enterprise Boat Club, and has served as secretary of 
St. PauPs C. T. A. & M. B. Society. Mr. Healey is the youngest member of the 
House. 

Heath, Isaac L., Manchester, Ward 3. Republican, lawyer. Bom in Bow, 
and has resided in Manchester twenty-five years. Was treasurer of Hillsborough 
county from 1876 to 1878, member of the school committee in Manchester in 1875, 
is assistant police justice; and was a member of the House in i88i-'2 and 
1889-90. 

Hemenway, William W., Milford. Republican, married; age, 54. Born 
in Lexington, Mass., in 1836. At the age often his parents moved to Wareham, 
and two years later he went to live on a farm, renfkining until eighteen, during 
which time he received a common school and academic education. He was then 
engaged as salesman and book-keeper in Boston and elsewhere until i860, when 
he enlisted in the i8th Mass. Vols., and was subsequently commissioned a 2d lieu- 
tenant, and afterwards ist lieutenant and captain. He served in the Army of the 
Potomac, and participated in nearly every engagement from Yorktown to Peters- 
burg, serving under every commander from McClellan to Grant.

Hicks, Frank W., Wolfeborough, Republican, Unitarian, foreman in a woollen 
mill; married; age, 35. Born in Wolfeborough, April 14, 1855, and lived in 
Milton six years. Served two terms as supervisor of check-list. Always a Repub- 
lican. 

HoDGDON, Charles S., Barnstead. Democrat. 

HoDGDON, George E., Portsmouth, Ward 2. Democrat, Congregational prefer- 
ence, lawyer, married; age, 51. Born in Barnstead, March 4, 1839. Educated 
in the public schools of Portsmouth, Phillips Andover Academy, and Dartmouth 
College, graduating in the class of '61 . Entered the army as ist lieutenant in 1862, 
and retired from the service in 1 866 with the rank of captain. Served as city solic- 
itor of Portsmouth 1874-76; alderman in 1886, mayor in 1887-89. Member of 
the House in 1875, 1876, 1887, 1889-90, and took a prominent part in the debates 
and in shaping legislation, and won much distinction. Is now, 1891, senior vice- 
commander of the Department of New Hampshire, G. A. R. 

HoRNE, Nathaniel, Dover, Ward 4. (*'If entitled.") Republican, Congre- 
gationalist, farmer, single; age, 51. Born in Dover and always lived there. Has 
served four years in the city government. Always a Republican. 

HoRTON, Henry A., Manchester, Ward 6. (**If entitled.") Republican, Liber- 
al, market-gardener, married; age, 50. Born in Barre, Vt., Jan. 30, 1840. 
Lived in Vermont and worked on farm until 1 5 years of age, when with his parents . 
moved to Orford, N. H., and there worked on a farm until 1864, when he enlisted 
in the i8th N. H. Vols., and remained in the service until the close of the war; 
then conducted a grocery business for eight years in Manchester, and Wakefield, 
Mass. For the past fifteen years has followed his present occupation. Served in 
the common council two years. Always a Republican. 

Hosking, James R., Concord, Ward 4. (**If entitled.") Republican, Protest- 
ant, granite dealer, married; age, 48. Born in England, and has lived in this 
country since April, 1872.

Mr. Hos- 
king is a good citizen, upright in all his dealings, and will make a good legislator. 
Howard, William E., Grantham. Democrat, farmer, married; age, 32. Born 
in Grantham, March 6, 1858, and always lived there. Democrat always. 

Howe, Joseph D., Lancaster. Democrat, Unitarian, farmer, proprietor of the 
Maple Hill milk, syrup, and fruit farm, married ; age, 49. His grandfather, Daniel 
Howe, came to Lancaster at an early date, and married Eunice Bucknam, the first 
white child born in Lancaster, daughter of Capt. Edward Bucknam, one of the 
first settlers and prominent in the management of town affairs in pioneer times. 
Mr. Howe is the youngest of eight children of Joseph and Mahala (Woodbury) 
Howe, and was born in Lancaster, Sept. 17, 1841, and lives on the farm occupied 
by his father from 1824 till his death in 1874. He makes a specialty of producing 
milk, maple syrup, and fruit. Produces on an average of 18,000 gallons of milk, 
and 350 gallons of maple syrup. Has served as selectman and on the school 
boai'd. Was made a Mason in 1865. Always a Democrat. 
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Hodge, Charles A., Dixville. Democrat, farmer, married; age, 32. Bom 
in Colebrook. Always a Democrat. 

Holmes, Samuel W., Hillsborough. Congregationalist, lawyer and insurance 
agent, married; age, 35. Born in York, Me., June 5, 1855, and has resided in 
Deering, Bradford, and Antrim. Educated at Francestown Academy. Studied 
law with the late Hon. M. W. Tappan; admitted to the bar October, 1877. Re- 
moved to Hillsborough the following May, where he has practised his profession 
ever since. Procured his education through his own efforts. Has been closely 
connected with politics in this section, and particularly in this town, which has been 
a political battle-ground for the past six years Has done a large general law prac- 
tice ever since being here. Has been much interested in the development of and 
building up of the town and village, etc. He procured the charter for and organ- 
ized the Hillsborough Bridge Guaranty Savings bank and Hillsborough Water 
Works.

Came to Dover at the age of 
seventeen, and went to work in the Cocheco Print Works, where he remained eight 
years. He then saw a good chance to go into business for himself, and did so, in 
West India goods. He sold out to his brother, Thomas, two years ago, and start- 
. ed a job team, which he now runs. He is a smart, shrewd business man, and in 
politics has quite an influence in his ward. As a social man, there is no better 
known in the city than ** Wee Peter; " and he is liked and respected every where, 
as his word is as good as his bond, and his heart and pocket-book are always open 
to a friend or any one in distress. He was married to Miss Bridget Cannon in 
1881, and has five children. He is a member of Division 3, A. O. H., K. of L., 
and is president of the Snipe Club, the only sporting one in Dover, which is famous 
for its game suppers. He is a royal good fellow, and was a member of the House

Lund, Charles T., Nashua, Ward i. Republican, contractor and builder, 
married ; age, 49. Bom in Milford, educated in Nashua, and has served as coun- 
cilman and alderman. 

Lyman, John Dearborn, Exeter. Republican, Liberal Congregationaiist, en- 
gaged in settling estates, etc., married; age, 67. Born in Milton, July 3, 1833; 
' resided there till 1855, in Farmington till 1869, and since then in Exeter. Liber- 
ally educated in Milton, Parsonsfield, Me., Rochester, and Gilmanton. He has 
addressed agricultural fairs, farmers' meetings, and various other meetings in this 
state, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New York City, New Jersey, Wisconsin, and 
Canada. Was the first bank commissioner to find out the amount of deposits in 
savings banks, by actual test, and author of the law requiring bank commissioners to 
do the same, and also of the law requiring savings banks to lay by a guaranty fund, 
instead of dividing every two years their entire apparent surplus ; also, author of 
the .so-called ** scaling down" law, which enabled various now good banks to sur- 
vive the panic which began in September, 1873. This law probably saved the 
savings bank depositors about $600,000, and saved to the state a great many thou- 
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sand dollars of savings bank tax. By oflfering for several years $ioo corn premiums, 
and the earnest co-operation of the president of the State Board of Agriculture, 
Hon. J. B. Walker, and many others, the corn crop of this state, between 1870 
and 1880,' was increased more than 72,000 bushels at the time when all our other 
grain crops were rapidly decreasing ; also author of the law to prevent increase of 
taxation upon drained swamp land, and he introduced the first bill to enable farm- 
ers to drain lands through lands owned by others.

Served as town clerk two years, 
selectman, etc. Delegate to the Constitutional Convention of 1876, and member 
of the House in 1870. Always a Democrat. 

Perley, Joseph Foster, Enfield. Always a Democrat, liberal in religious views, 
general agent and farmer; age, 51. Born in Enfield, March 8, 1839. Educated 
in the district school and at New London.

Republican, Baptist, furniture dealer, mar- 
ried; age, 54. -Born in Dunbarton. Settled in Kansas in 1855, among the very 
first; was engaged in the work of making Kansas a **free state" with John Brown 
and his compatriots. Entered the Army of the Potomac at the close of a three 
years' course at Phillips Academy ; was with Gen. Reno at South Mountain, with 
McClellan at Antietam, with Burnside at Fredericksburg, with Grant at Vicksburg, 
and with Sherman at Jackson. Although engaged in the war was always an earn- 
est advocate of the peaceful teachings of the Gospel, and after the close of the war 
delivered quite a number of lectures in behalf of the ** American Peace Society," of 
which he was afterwards- appointed Western secretary. Has been for twelve years 
a merchant at Derry Depot. His interest, however, in philanthropic and benevo- 
lent objects renders success in making money almost impossible.

Himself and his brother Hymen have the largest clothing, dry and 
fancy goods and millinery store in northern New Hampshire, at Berlin Falls ; also 
a branch store in Gorham, and one in New York city. There they do a large 
manufacturing business in ladies and children's cloaks and garments. The latter 
store is managed by Hymen, aud the two in New Hampshire by Abraham M. They 
do an aggregate annual business approximating $300,000. 

Standley, Edwin W., Rochester. Republican, Congregationalist, grocer, 
married; age, 29. Born in Tam worth, April 23, 1861, and has lived in Roches- 
ter since 1877. Educated at Tamworth and New Hampton. Always a Repub- 
lican. 

Stearns, Ezra S., Rindge. Republican, Congregationalist, age, 52. Bom in 
Rindge, Sept. i, 1838. He was instructor, 1858-1862, in Chester Institute Morris 
county. New Jersey, and was subsequently connected several years with publishing 
houses in Boston, New York and Philadelphia. In i876-'77 he was editor and 
manager of a daily and weekly newspaper in Fitchfeurg, Mass. He is author of 
** History of Rindge, N. H.," 1876, 788 pages, and ** History of Ashbumham, 
Mass.," 1887, 1024 pages, and of many historical and miscellaneous address- 
es, which have been printed. He is a resident member of N. H. Historical Society, 
and corresponding member of the State Historical Society of Wisconsin. In 1866 
he was appointed by Gov. Smyth on the commission to audit the war expenditures 
of towns. In legislative service, Mr. Stearns is the senior Republican member of 
the House, having been a member of the House in 1864, '65, '67, and 1870, and 
of the Senate in 1887-8, and i889-'90. 

Steele, Thomas M., Dover, Ward i, Republican, Methodist, real estate 
owner, married; age, 57. Bom in New Durham, but has resided in Dover from 
an early age. Served in the istN. H. Vols., under Col. Mason W. Tappan, and 
then enlisted in the navy, his vessel, the steam frigate ** Young Rover," assisting 
in the siege of Wilmington, N. C. At the close of the war he was married, and en- 
gaged in the shoe or grocery business, investing his savings in Dover real estate. He 
has been honored with several terms in the city government, both as councilman and 
alderman, besides filling minor offices. He has had his share of misfortunes, los- 
ing within a brief period his first wife by death, and his right arm by an accident. 
He was subsequently married to his present wife. Member of the House in 1889 
and '90. Always a Republican. 

Stevens, Gilman.A., Hopkinton. Republican now as ever. Free Baptist, car- 
penter, formerly a belt and roller workman, married ; age, 64. Born in Goffstown, 
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July II, 1826. Educated in the Manchester high school. Served as overseer in 
the Stark mills, director in loan fund, clerk in school district, and selectman eight 
years, chairman of the board five. 

Stevens, Horace St. Clair, Bennington. Democrat, Spiritualist ; was a ho- 
tel keeper for seventeen years, married; age, 53. Born in Deerfield, in 1837. 
Was made a Mason and a member of Rising Star Lodge of Newmarket, A. D. 
1865, and is still a member. He served as postmaster in 1859 and '61 ; also was 
a merchant in Deerfield, i859-''65. He owns a lo-acre orange grove in Ocala, 
Fla., and several building lots and grove tracts in Marian county, in that state. 
Member of the House in i889-'90. 

Stevens, Michael M., Lisbon. Democrat, liberal, was a farmer until 1870, 
and then bought and sold cattle, sheep, and horses, and then went into trade, and 
continued till 1886; since then has done little but to sell property at auction, and 
.has done an extensive business in that line for thirty years. He is married, and is 
73 years old. Was born in Lyman, and moved to Lisbon in 1874. Educated in 
Lyme and Concord, Vt. Was twice tendered the nomination for county commis- 
sioner, but declined. Has served as town clerk, treasurer, selectman, and school 
committee ; also as moderator in Lyme and Lisbon, serving in the latter town at 
the last election. Member of the House in 1857, 1858, and 1859, ^^^ took an 
active part in those memorable sessions. Always a Democrat. 

Stoddard, Henry R., Portsmouth, Ward i. Democrat, Protestant, livery 
stable keeper, married; age, 62. Born in Brookfield. Member of the House in 
18^77 and 1889-90. 

Stone, Charles W., Andover. Democrat, liberal, farmer, single; age, 31. 
Born in Plymouth, Aug. 6, 1859^ ^ brother of George W. Stone, who was a mem- 
ber of the House in 1887-88. Educated at New London Academy and Dartmouth 
College, graduating in 1878. Served as selectman five years, three as chairman. 
Trustee of the State Agricultural College since 1887. Always a Democrat. 

Sullivan, John D., Nashua, Ward 5. Democrat, Catholic, moulder, married; 
age, 4j^. Born in Ireland. Has served one year as councilman, and two years as 
alderman. Always a Democrat. 

SuLLOWAY, Cyrus A., Manchester, Ward 2. Republican, lawyer, married; 
age, 52. Born in Grafton, June 8, 1839; attended the district school and the 
academies at Canaan, Andover, Franklin, and New London. Read law with Pike 
& Barnard in Franklin; was admitted to the bar in November, 1863, and began 
practice with S. D. Lord in Manchester. In 1873 ^^ formed a partnership with 
E. M. ToplifF, which has since continued. Served as deputy internal revenue col- 
lector from 1873 to 1878. Member of the House in 1872 and 1873, 1887-^88, 
and i889-'90. He is widely known throughout the state as an able lawyer and 
keen debater. 

Swain, William B., Barrington. Republican, Free Baptist, former and gar- 
dener, single ; age, 29, Born in Barrington, Aug. 23, 186 1. Is a popular young 
Republican, and was elected by 185 majority in what has been of late a close town, 
where party feeling has been strong. 

Symonds, William F., Hancock. Republican, former, married; age, 55. 
Born in Hancock, April 23, 1835, and has resided in New York, Wisconsin, and 
Illinois. Educated at Hancock Academy. Has served as selectman eight years, 
town clerk and treasurer five years, trustee of the Whitcomb library, justice of the 
peace, and notary public. Member of the House in 1885-86.

Taft, Herbert, Greenville. Democrat, lawyer and manufocturer, married; 
age, 30. Born in Mason Village, now Greenville, in i860. Educated at Apple- 
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ton Academy, New Ipswich. Is vice-president of Mason Village Savings Bank. 
Always a Democrat. 

Taggart, James G., Goffstown. Republican, Methodist preference, contractor 
and builder, married; age, 50. Born in Hooksett in 1840. Educated at Blan- 
chard Academy, Pembroke. Served an apprenticeship as carpenter and joiner 
with A. J. Butterfield, of Manchester, after which he engaged in the business of 
contracting and building there, until 1874, when he removed to Goffstown, where 
he has since continued this business. He is an Odd Fellow and Mason, and has 
passed through the several offices in the latter order. He is a member of the 
Grange, and has served as Master. Served as supervisor four years, and was a 
delegate to the Constitutional Convention of 1889. 

Tash, Edwin S., Dover, Ward 2. (*'If entitled.") Republican, Methodist, 
grocer, married; age, 53. Born in New Durham, in 1837. Was a corporal in 
the 2d N. H. Vols. Is a Red Man, and member of the G. A. R., and Knights of 
the Golden Eagle. Has travelled some in the West and South. Was messen- 
ger to the governor and council during Gov. Sawyer's term. Served as councilman 
and alderman two years each. Formerly a Democrat. 

Tasker, William D., Bartlett. Democrat. 

Taylor, Ira J., North Hampton. Democrat, farmer, married; age, 60. Bom 
in North Hampton, Aug. 7, 1830, and always resided there. Was always a Dem- 
ocrat. 

Taylor, Sidney W., Tilton. Democrat, grocer, married; age, 33. Born in 
Tilton, educated and resided there. Always a straight Democrat. 

Taylor, Thomas, Sanbornton. Republican, new church, farmer, married; 
age, 66. Born in Sanbornton, Febl 7, 1824. Educated in the common schools 
and at the academy, under Dyer H. Sanborn and others. He occupies the ferm 
that was taken up by Charles Taylor in 1768. 

Tennant, James B., Epsom. Republican, merchant and lumber dealer, mar- 
ried; age, 43. Born in Deerfield, educated at New Hampton. Has served as 
county commissioner six years. Member of the Senate in 1889-90. Always an 
active Republican. 

Thyng, Albert M., Gilford. Republican, Free Baptist, farmer, married; age, 
54. Born in Gilford in 1836. Educated at the Gilford public schools and at New 
Hampton Institution. 

Tilton, George Henry, Laconia. Democrat, Protestant, manufacturer, mar- 
ried; age, 45. Born in Dorchester, May 13, 1845 i ^^^ lived in California, South 
Carolina, and Georgia. Served three years as a private in Company D, 4th N. H. 
Vols. Always a Democrat. 

Tilton, Joseph A., East Kingston. Democrat. 

TiRRELL, Jesse W.,, Goffstown. (*»If entitled.") Republican, Baptist, farmer; 
age, 50. Born in Goffstown, Dec. 13, 1840, and always lived there, excepting 
two years, when he was foreman of the Merrimack county farm at North Boscawen. 
Educated in the district schools and at Goffstown Centre. Ser\^ed as selectman 
two years. Has always been a Republican. 

TowLE, Frank C, Hooksett. Republican, Congregationalist, brick manufac- 
turer and farmer, married; age, 43. Born in Epsom, May 30, 1847, and has lived 
in Hooksett since 1864. Educated in the common school and at Pittsfield Acad- 
emy. Left home at seventeen, and worked in country store for J. T. Goss at 
Hooksett for five years. Was agent for Concord Railroad at that station for four 
years, then bought out the store, etc., of J. T. Goss, and was there for eight yeare. 
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In 1882 sold out to George A. Robie & Son, and commenced the brick business 
with the late Jesse Gault, and at his death, in 1888, took the business, and has 
continued it ever since successfully; employs 75 men and 20 horses, and uses 
2,000 cords of wood annually. Was postmaster at Hooksett eight years. Always 
a Republican. 

TowLE, Jeremiah, South Newmarket. Republican, Universalist, carpenter and 
builder, married; age, 50, Born in Newington, April 5, 1840. Educated in the 
common schools. Has held the minor town offices. 

Truesdale; William A., Manchester, Ward 4. Republican, Unitarian, trunk 
manufacturer, married; age, 39. Born in Manchester, June 9, 1851 ; educated 
there, and always resided there. He is the youngest first representative ever 
elected from his ward, and he was chosen by an immense majority, which well at- 
tests his personal popularity. He has held the local offices, and is well known and 
highly respected for his business ability and uprightness of character. 

Tucker, Frank, Weare. Democrat, Universalist, merchant, married ; age, 34. 
Born in Salisbury, Aug. 30, 1856. Went to New Boston at the age of sixteen, 
and resided there till twenty ; then went to Lynn, and worked as clerk ; removed 
to •North Weare nine years ago, and engaged in trade there, keeping a country 
store. Educated in Salisbury and New Boston. Town clerk of Weare five years. 
Was a Republican till the nomination of Samuel W. Hale for governor. 

Tucker, W., Berlin. (** If entitled.") Democrat. 

TuTTLE, Miles B., Antrim. Democrat, his religion is to do unto others as he 
would like to be done by, farmer, married; age, 45. Bom in Antrim, June 22, 
1845. Educated there and at Francestown. Has always kept Antrim his resi- 
dence. He has attended all state elections. When a young man he lived in Mas- 
sachusetts and in the West temporarily. Was in the employ of Charles Holman, 
Nashua, from 1880 to 1886, as travelling salesman for confectionery and cigars. 
Since that time has been farming. He makes raising milk a specialty, and sells to 
D. Whiting & Sons. He averages to keep sixty cattle — mostly cows and heifers — 
six horses, and has to employ considerable help, for farmers. Served as selectman 
in 1875 ^"^ 1876; also has served as overseer of the poor, and in minor offices, 
A life-long Democrat.

Wagner, Augustus, Manchester, Ward 8. Republican, Universalist, mer- 
chant, married; age, 44. Born in Germany, Dec. ,11, 1846. Came to this coun- 
try in 1857 with his parents; went to work in the mills, and was working in the 
Pemberton mills, Lawrence, when they fell. In the fall of 1862, at the age of 
seventeen, he was the first of three brothers to enlist in the **old Massachusetts 
Sixth" Vols. When he returned from the war, he came to Manchester in 1864, 
and has lived there ever since. Has been a delegate to the State, Congressional, 
Senatorial, and County conventions ; and has served several terms as selectman. 

Wallace, William, New Hampton. Republican, Adventist, farmer and brick- 
layer, martded; age, 32. Born in Epsom, Aug. i, 1858. Educated at New Hamp- 
ton, and has lived there twenty-eight years. Has served as selectman two terms.. 
Always a Republican. 

Ward, Edwin D., Gilford. (**If entitled.") Republican, photographer since 1872, 
widower ; age, 40. Born in Bradford and educated there. Has served as town 
treasurer five years, and is treasurer of the loan and building association. He is 
universally known and highly esteemed throughout his section. Always a Repub- 
lican. 

Wason, (iEORGE, New Boston. Republican, Presbyterian, married ; age, 59. 
Born in New Boston, and has always kept his residence there. Farmer and breed- 
er of Devon cattle. Served as county commissioner of Hillsborough county six 
years, and member of Grange and master of State Grange four years ; member of 
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the senate in 1883-4. He entered the Republican party at its commencement, 
and still believes in its principles. 

Watts, Samuel E., Pittsburg. Democrat. Has served as postmaster at Con- 
necticut Lake. 

Welch, Samuel, Somersworth. Democrat, Baptist, builder, married; age, 41. 
Bom in South Elliot, Me., in 1849, ^^^ ^^ resided in Newington and Cambridge, 
Mass.

Democrat, Methodist, machinist, mar- 
ried ; age, 48. Born in Melboum, P. Q., and has resided in New Hampshire since 
he was 21. Educated in Derby, Vt. Is a member of the board of health. Al- 
ways a Democrat. 

Whipple, Charles H., Rochester. Republican, carpenter for the Gonic Mfg. 
Co., married; age, 35. Bom in Moultonborough, and has lived in Rochester for 
the past twenty-seven years. 

Whitaker, Herman, Mason. Republican, Congregationalist, fruit-grower and 
farmer, married ; age, 43. Bom in Mason, and always lived there. Educated at 
Wesleyan Academy, Wilbraham, Mass. • 

Whitcher, Ira B., Haverhill. Democrat, Methodist, lumber manufecturer and 
dealer, widower; age, 75. Born in Benton, Dec. 2, 18 15^ and resided there till 
1870. Educated a few weeks in the district school of his native town. Removed 
to Haverhill (Woodsville) that year. Served as selectman of Benton eighteen 
years, and Haverhill two years ; county commissioner for Grafton county six years, 
1867-73. Member of the House in 1845, '4^* 'S^t '51, 1863 and '64, and of the 
Constitutional Convention of 1850.

He has had since 1880 a large practice in set- 
tling estates of deceased persons ; was a candidate for judge of probate for Carroll 
county, to succeed Judge Will. Has travelled quite extensively through the West 
several times. His ancestors, the Beedes who originally settled Sandwich, were 
lineal decendants of Gov. Winslow, of Massachusetts, on his mother's side. He is 
by birth-right a member of the society of Friends. Has served as town clerk, on 
school board, and register of probate for Carroll county. Always a Republican.

Williams, Arthur Henry, Manchester, Ward 3. Republican, Methodist, 
manufacturer of Francestown soapstone, married ; age, 29. Born in Manchester, 
Aug. 21, 1 86 1, and has resided in Nashua.
